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Response to Amendment 
The amendment filed May 24, 2002 has been entered in full. Regarding independent 
claims 1, 5, 9, and 13, Persyk discloses in Figure 1 and column 2, lines 40-68, a scintillator panel 
and a method for forming said panel, comprising: a radiation-transparent substrate (or backcap) 
12; and a scintillator 14 formed above said backcap. Persyk does not disclose the claimed 
arrangement of a resin film formed on said substrate and a reflecting film formed on said resin 
film. Ito discloses in the Constitution a scintillator module wherein a resin layer 8 is formed 
below a reflecting film 7 in order to capture any stray light that might escape detection by said 
scintillator. However, upon further consideration, Ito does not disclose a flat resin film formed on 
said substrate since said resin layer 8 of Ito comprises a corrugated surface. Therefore, said 
claims are now considered allowable over the prior art of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-24 are allowed.
